A limited amount of influenza 
vaccine has been received at the Coffee 
County Health Department, and Health 
officials have released the following 
information concerning the vaccine:

Friday - October 17, 1980,.9 - 11:30 


Friday - October 24, 1980, 9 - 11:30 


The vaccine will be given to the 
elderly, those 65 years old and older and 
the chronically ill - peole with chronic 
health problems, such as diabetes; 
diseases of the heart, lungs, kidneys or 
severe anemla. 

“Because influenza is usually mild, 
and most people recover fully, routine 
vaccination of healthy children and 
adults is not usually emphasized,"’ said 
Mrs. Ann Edwards of the Coffee County 
Health Department. ‘‘However, people 
of any age with the chronic conditions 
described above, and the elderly, 
should consider vaccination each year 
because they are at a greater risk of 
complications or death if they catch 
influenza.’’ Mrs. Edwards added.

Million Budget 


The Elba City School Board met in 
its regular monthly meeting on Thurs- 
day of last week, Chairman J. Doug 
Kendrick presided over the meeting. On 
a motion by Paul King, the board 
agreed not to spend the necessary 
money to get a new roof installed on the 
middle school. They voted to notify the 
roofing contractor to continue repairing 
the leaks as required in his bonding 
agreement. 

One additional EMR teacher will be 
hired for the elementary school from 
special education funds. Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor explained to the 


board that money was available for this 
and couldn't be used for anything else, 


in spite of proration and other needs. 


Taylor reported that proration cost 
the local system $44,510.55 last year 
and would probably cost $58,266.25 in 
the current year. 


A tentative budget was reviewed by 
the board. It called for income and 
expenditures of $2,104,085.46 to oper- 
ate the system during the current year. 


The board will discuss with school 
principals the problem of many school 
groups and their fund-raising activities 
in the local community. 


ment. Bids were received from Brown 
Pipe |Company, Choctaw, Southern 
Culvert and Fayco, Inc. The bids 
included prices on several sizes, and

Council Gives 


Approval To 
School Funds 


The Elba City Council met Thursday 
afternoon in special session and ap- 
proved a request from the School Board 
to borrow $128,000 to supply the 
additional money needed to build the 
proposed 14-classroom wing onto the 
high school, 

Efforts had been made to secure 
additional state funds but city officials 
were told no funds were available. The 
money will be borrowed from the local 
banks and will be paid back over a 
ten-year period, 


Mayor Bob English received permis- 
sion from the councilmen to borrow the 
money immediately and re-invest it on 
certificates of deposit if a net profit 
could be gained on the interest. Some 
funds are available from the 2-cent 
gasoline tax to repay this loan on a 
monthly basis.

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT BLOCK GRANT 
PUBLIC HEARING 


The CITY of ELBA, Alabama, will hold a public 
meeting at 2:00 P.M. on October 28th, 1980. The 
meeting will be held at the ELBA CITY HALL. 


The purpose of this 


meeting is to solicit the 


views and proposals of ELBA’s citizens about the: 
important needs and problems of the community. 
These ideas and opinions will be used during the 
‘planning process’’ phase to assist local officials in the 
preparation of a preapplication for a ‘‘Small Cities’ 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) from the 
Department of ‘Housing and Urban Development 


(HUD). 


ELBA’s CDBG program, 


as outlined in the 


preapplication, will be scored by HUD as to how well 
the proposed program solves identified problems. It 
should be noted that there is a likelihood that more 
applications will be submitted to HUD than can be 


funded. 


ELBA will be competing for Community Develop- 
ment funds with other cities in Alabama which have 
populations less than 50,000. The state of Alabama's 
share of FY '81 CDBG funds for nonmetropolitan Areas 
is $18,851,000. Cities applying for these CDBG funds 
will be allowed to submit a proposed CDBG program 
not to exceed $375,000 for one year or $2,225,000 for a 
three-year comprehensive program. 

The range of activities that may be undertaken with 
CDBG funds include land acquisition, clearance, 
relocation, development of public facilities, rehabilita- 
tion of housing, code enforcement, development of an 
industrial park, and historic preservation activities. 

ELBA has just completed its Holdharmless Program 
which was also funded by HUD. A close-out hearing on 
this program will be held concurrent with the 
aforementioned public hearing for the CDBG preappli- 
cation. The) activities carried out by Elba during the 
five Holdharmless program years (B-75-HN-01-0008, 
B-76-HN-01-0008, B-77-HN-01-0008, B-78-HN-01-0008 
and B-79-HN-01-0008) include acquisition, relocation, 
and public works. These activities will be discussed at 


the public hearing. 


This public meeting is the first of two such meetings 
that will be held for the purpose of obtaining 
community input to the CDBG program to be proposed. 
Therefore, it is important that all interested citizens of 
ELBA attend one of these public meetings. In addition 
to attending these meetings, citizens are encouraged to 
submit written comments and suggestions to the ELBA 
CITY HALL prior to the second public hearing to be 
advertised at a later date.

The Elba High School

And that road has led them 
from their beginning in 
. Mobile, AL, to New England, 
the West coast, Alaska, 
Jamaica, Mexico, Canada 
and on a tour of Europe. 

TRUTH's leader/founder 
‘Roger Breland grew up in 
Mobile, and as he recalls, 
music was always special to 
him: ‘‘Music was the one 
thing that put a real tingle in 
my heart.”’ 

TRUTH members are 
selected mostly by Breland 
and they come from a dozen 


_ States and as many demoni- 


nations. Auditions are held 
everywhere they go. Breland 
says, ‘I can hear them sing 
‘Amazing Grace’ and know if 
they can do it or not."’ 

A TRUTH concert usually 
runs 90 minutes to two 
hours, depending on the 


situation, and the group will 
sing from 10 to 18 songs plus 
share briefly how they feel 
God is working in their lives. 

Breland talks with the 
audiance, trying to put them 
at ease. He says, ‘‘you try to 
break down all the barriers 
that could possibly hurt the 
communication factor.’’ If 
this is not done quickly, he 
notes, ‘‘you’re dead.”’ 

Breland feels TRUTH is 
the kind of group ‘‘where you 
‘have to sit down and give us 
a chance. And if you'll sit 
through one of our concerts 
and test our spirit, I believe 
that it's possible you may not 
like us, But, I also: believe, 
given an opportunity, that 
you can’t say we're dishonest 
in what we're doing spiri- 
tually.”’ 

Breland sums it up this 
way: ‘The bottom line in life 
is not how much money 
we're going to make, how

with remorse. In fact they 
can well be welcome and 
joyous words. I have seen 
people change so that these 
words have been said about 
them with radiance and 
pride, You see, people not 
only grow old and wear-out 
with the years; they can also 
become evil, selfish and 
immoral. 

I met a man sometime 
ago and hardly recognized 
him. My slowness to place 
him was not due to the long 
years we had been apart, but 
due to the change that had 
taken place in him.

The Elba Tigers have to

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Elba City Council Votes Three Tax Increases At Monday Meeting 


A record high budget, three tax 
increases and no action on another at 
Monday night’s Elba City Council 
mecting were only part of an action- 
packed meeting before a full house. 

Mayor Bob English presented a 
budget of $1,042,090, compared to the 
$898,372 planned for last year. English 
pointed out, however, that is only 
$12,000 above actual expenditures last 
year. He noted that the tax increases he 
proposed were bare minimums and 
were needed due to increases in debt 
service and completion depletion of 
cash reserves - ‘‘We just don’t have any 
money.’" 


Included in the package passed by 
the Council was an additional 50 cents 
per month on garbage; 75 cents per 
month on sewage (both residential 
increases) while commercial charges 
will be increased by the same percent 
but slightly more than the above 
figures; an additional 2 cents per pack 
on cigarettes, cigars and other tobacco 
products. 


English proposed a use tax also, but’ 


the Council tabled this action until the 
members had had time to discuss it with 
those most affected by the tax. Mr. 
James Grimes of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Revenue explained that all the 
surrounding towns have this tax, and 
the major effect would be felt by home

Target date for the merger of the two 
systems is November 6. 


State Manager Ray Clemons was 
present and answered questions from 
the Council. Mayor English told the two 
“We face the people every day and are 
not going to be unreasonable, but we 
expect you to service all our people."’ 


Mike Parrish, representing the local 
go-kart racers, addressed the Council 
and requested permission to construct a 
nicer and more permanent facility in 
Elba. He pointed out the large number 
of participants and the attraction to 
out-of-town people. The group wants to 
qualify under the World Kart Associa- 
tion (WKA). It would include a better 
track, concession stand, fencing, rest 
rooms and seating, along with better 
lighting. Parrish pointed out that the 
groi:p had turned in $3692.59 in profits 
in ten weeks, and the cost of the 
improveinents would only be $6,000.

One member said that, if necessary, 
the growers could give the company a 
timetable to get their chicks out of the 
houses, even if they were not grown.
